Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Examiner 
Riggs explained that while the original invention elected on 19 October 2007 were claims 1-32 and 58, the Office 
Action mailed 19 November 2007 mistakenly rejected the elements of claim 58 but mistakenly referred to claim 57. 
Subsequently, amended claims received 19 May 2008 mistakenly mislabeled claim 58 as claim 57 while still 
encompassing the elements of the original claim 58, and subsequently cancelling claim 58. Attorney Borchardt agreed 
to have the currently amended claim 57, correctly labeled as claim 58. Likewise, attorney Borchardt agreed that 
claims 6, 10-12, 15-57 and 59-61 are cancelled and claims 1-5, 7-9, 13, 14 and 58 are currently pending and under 
consideration..
